The head of 
Arethusa is especially distinctive, with clean crisp design and graceful natural flowing beauty. Deka- 
drachms in the style of Euainetus were produced in much larger numbers than those of Kimon. History 
indicates that Dionysius was a man given to grandeur - identifying himself with Zeus and inviting a form 
of worship; he was also a writer of poetry and drama. During his long reign the decadrachms became an 
inflated currency used for the pay of his top henchmen and gifts for his honored guests.

Sutherland surmizes that there is a good case for assigning this issue to a mint in the north Peloponnese, 
in 21 BC, when Augustus passed through Greece on his way to Samos and the East. This temple reverse 
had previously been assigned to Athens suggesting that the temple was that of Zeus Olympios at Athens. 
However, thereare strong arguments that this is the hexastyle temple at Olympia itself. For further 
information on this interesting series see RIC Volume I, pgs 34-5 and RN 1974, pp 49ff.
